Richardson testified before 
the Pearl Harbor Senate House Committee Monday the late President 
Roosevelt told him Oct. 8, 1940, that “sooner or later the Japanese will 
make a mistake and we will enter the war.”

| Chinese Nationalist troops thrust

CHUNGKING, Nov. 19.—(/)— 


12 miles north and 30 miles west 
into Manchuria Monday against 
sporadic Communist opposition, 
but the Communists threatened a 


step-by-step battle for possession 
of that rich legacy of Japan’s sur- 
render. 

Private conferences and a rash 
of opposing statements character- 
ized the race for Manchuria, but 
the Nationalist military advance 
imported a sharpening urgency to 
the contest. 

The Communists avowed aims 
to seize Changchun, the state cap- 
ital, about Dec. 1, when they ex- 
pect the Russians to evacuate it. 

Olen Clements, Associated 
Press correspondent at Tientsin, 
reported that green-clad Nation- 
alist soldiers, shivering in the ap- 
tumn cold, cracked the main 
Communist defense line along the 
Great Wall and fanned out in 
three directions from Shanhai- 
kwan. They captured that key 
gateway city on the Gulf of Chihli 
coast last Friday in a virtually- 
bloodless coup. 

The retreating Communists 
maintained intermittent gunfire in 
opposition to the new thrusts, 
Clements said. 

The Communist spokesman» in 
Chungking conceded the govern- 
ment forces had gone 12 miles 
north of Shanhaikwan and had 
speared 30 miles westward, cap- 
turing the town of Funing. 

The Nationalists still were only 
on the southern fringe of the vast 
disputed territory, however, and 
were 440 miles from Changchun. 

The Communist spokesman, 
threatening dire opposition, pre- 
dicted that “the first big battle” 
would occur around Chinhsien, 
100 miles northeast of Shanhai- 
kwan on the railroad to Mukden 
and Changchun. 

He said Communist “sympathiz- 
ers” were prepared to grab con- 
trol of Changchun the moment the 
Russian occupation forces should 
leave, an event he predicted for 
Dec. 1. 

Nationalist officials, including 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
elder son, who had gone to Chang- 
chun to take over, have returned 
to Chungking for fear the Russian 
withdrawal would place them at 
the mercy of the Communists.

“NOT AN ULTIMATUM” 


R, J. Thomas, UAW-CIO presi- 
dent, who attended Monday’s ses- 
sion of the union’s GM council, 
said following the meeting that 
the arbitration proposal was “not 
an ultimatum,” but that it was 
“the last resort” in the dispute.

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British Envoy | 
Finds Same 
Problems Here 


By TINA RANSOM. 


Mrs. Marjorie Spikes, the first 
attache for women’s affairs ever 
to be appointed by the British 
government, has found in the 
United States the same problems 
that are confronting her native 
land, and believes that they will 
be ultimately met in the same 
| way. 
| “A woman’s problem, after all, 
‘is the same everywhere in this 
postwar world,” said the tall, 
bright- eyed Englishwoman who is 
in Atlanta to address the English- 
speaking Union and to become 
‘acquainted with American women 


| and their customs. 


“Tt is true that in England the 
‘welfare and social work has been 
taken over by the government to 
a greater extent than in the 
states,” she continued, “hut there, 
as here, it is the local voluntary 
group that always blazes the trail. 
The government comes in later. 

“The welfare problems here, of 

course, are not as acute as in 
England. Your consumer goods are 
more plentiful. In England this 
year rationing is tighter than ever 
before—there are less clothes and 
less food, and there will continue 
; to be until next summer at the 
earliest.” 
Mrs. Spikes is particularly inter- 
'ested in the housing situation, and 
in this connection inspected the 
federal housing unit in Atlanta 
yesterday. 

“IT am very favorably impressed 
with the unit here,” she said en- 
thusiastically, “which I thought 
so livable. There is a certain hu- 
man quality that has obviously 
been taken into consideration. 
More so than in any big city that 
I have yet visited in America.” 

In the long run, the two coun- 
tries have been tied together in a 
closer bond by the large numbers 
of American troops stationed in 
England, according to Mrs, Spikes. 

“The things that are left behind 
are the pleasant memories—you 
‘tend to forget the few unpleasant 
‘incidents which inevitably come 
with all armies away from home. 
But on the whole, when your boys 
got to know our country—particu- 
larly in the small villages—a mu- 
tual friendship sprung up. 

“At the first of the war, one of, 
ithe biggest problems arose from) 
the fact that we had no American 
drug stores. Your boys weren't 
used to our strong beer, and drunk, 
sick American soldiers 
quite a problem on our streets. But 
most of the difficulty was worked 
out.

Georgia Jurist 
Orders Strike 
Vote Restrained 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Nov. 19.—(7) 
A state,court jurist Monday re- 
strained a strike vote called by B 
union to force compliance with a 
National Labor Relations Board 
order. 

In Atlanta an official of the 
union involved, the United Steel 
Workers of America (CIO), said, 
“we consider it absolutely an il- 
legal move,” and added: “We are 
taking steps already to seek dis- 
solution of the order.” 

Superior Court Judge T, Hicks 
Fort signed the order temporarily 
restraining a strike vote scheduled 
Nov. 28, at the Columbus Iron 
Works plant, which employs near- 
ly 300 workers. 

The order was issued pending 
the jurist’s hearing of a suit charg- 
ing the war labor disputes act 
is illegal, filed by the company. 

The suit seeks to enjoin officers 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board from further efforts to force 


‘compliance with the war labor dis- . 


putes act. 
TWO DEFENDANTS 

Both the union and Regional 
Labor Relations Board officials 
were named as defendants. 

At Atlanta, Director Paul L. 
Stiles, of the 10th region, com- 
mented, “Our regional and Wash- 
ington attorneys will decide what 
action to take.” 

The company alleges that the 
whole wage dispute is not bona- 
fide because the petition for a 
strike vote Nov. 28 was not filed 
~30 days before that time. 

W. Edward Swinson, attorney 
for the company, said the issues 
in the suit were similar to the Big 
Steel wage disputes but that the 
large companies had not sought 
action in the state courts. 
ATTORNEY’S STATEMENT 

He said that on Oct. 24 the com- 
pany received a letter asserting 
the union wanted to reopen the 
wage clauses of its contract and 
would demand a blanket increase 
of 25 cents an hour. 3 

A later letter, dated Oct. 29, re- 
vised this demand to $2 a day for 
every worker, he said. The com- 
pany replied, fixing Nov. 21 as 
the date for a conference. 

The union, he said, never re 
plied to this offer of a conference. 
The company, he said, received its 
first notice about a strike when 
the NLRB wrote for a list of em- 
ployes to be contacted by mail 
ballot. 

W. H. Crawford of the Atlanta 
office of the United Steel Workers 
of America, said:

SHERIFF INDICTED 


Sheriff Kaigler was indicted on 
one count of arson and another 
of running a *ambling house. In 
another indictment, Kaigler, dam- 
mond and McDaniel were jointly 
charged with arson. McDaniel was 
indicted separately on a charge 
of arson. With Hammond, he was 
named in another’ indictment 
charging arson.

“The commissioners should stop 
stalling, forget politics and work 
for the best interests of the peo- 
ple of Fulton county by overhaul- 
ing our county government ma- 
chinery,” he said. “No experts, 
surveys or political maneuvering 
would be required.” 

In his plan for reorganizing the 
county departments into consoli- 
dated bureaus, Asher made the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

A comptroller or director would 
head the department of finance, 
with the following county bureaus 
included: Purchasing, pay roll, pay- 
master, bookkeeping, insurance, 
transportation and expense ac- 
counts, sanitary billing, warehouse 
and all other existing auditing and | 
collection departments under di- 
rect control of the county commis- 
sioners. 

Under the director of the depart- 
ment of public safety, the follow- 
ing county office. would be con- 
solidated: Police, fire, health, sani- 
tary and bureau of license. 

Consolidated under a_ depart- 
ment of public works would be: 
Public works, roads, bridges, etc.; 
public buildings, parks department, 
work camps and all other funce- 
tions refating to public works. 

The planning commission and 
tax assessors departments should 
continue to function as at present, 
he said, but the county attorney 
should be required to devote his 
full time to county business with 
an office in the county building. 

Each of the newly created de- 
partments should be headed by 
able and qualified men, appointed 
for a four-year term and discharg- 
ed only by a full vote of the com- 
mission, according to Asher’s plan. 
The heads would be answerable 
to the commission, and would have 
the responsibility of carrying out 
the policies of the board pertain- 
ing to their respective departments, 
The chairman of the board would 
be the approving authority of their 
acts.

The American Legion will have ren- 
dered a valuable service to the entire 
nation if it follows the suggestion of the 
governor of Illinois that each Legion post 
assume responsibility for the veterans’ 
housing program in its community. 

Welcoming the Legionnaires to Chi- 
cago for their 27th annual national con- 
vention, Gov.. Dwight H. Green told the 
leaders of this powerful organization that 
providing adequate housing for families 
of returning servicemen is “the most 
pressing problem confronting this~nation 
today.” 

“It will take effective teamwork of 
government and private enterprise and 
effective community action to meet this 
urgent need,” Green, himself a veteran of 
the first World War, told the assembled 
Legionnaires. “The American Legion can 
render no greater service to our veterans 
and to America than by rallying the lead- 
ers of government, industry and labor to 
prompt action for an effective solution of 
this problem.” 

It is to be hoped that the various Le- 


gion posts throughout the country will ap- 
ply themselves to the veterans’ housing 
problem, as, indeed, not a few already 
have. The Legion is one of the most far- 
reaching and energetic factors in our 
American way of life and its efforts in the 
current housing crisis would undoubtedly 
bé of tremendous aid. 

However, it should not be left to the 
Legion, or to any other group alone, to 
work toward a solution of this worsening 
national problem. ; 

All of us have a stake in seeing to it 
that returning veterans and their families 
are adequately housed. 

It is a matter of concern to everyone 
that a million and a half families are now 
having to “duuble up,” that an estimated 
two million additional families will need 
separate housing accommodations by the 
end of 1946. 


These are the men who went through 
hell to protect the American way of life. 
Small wonder that they will know bitter- 
ness and resentment if the American way 
of life fails them now.

Wheels Within Economic Wheels 


The complexities of industrial eco- 
nomics have always been a strange and 
intriguing subject. The balances are often 
so fine and so involved it seems impossible 
for the slightest featherweight to disturb 
the economic balance in one small spot 
of earth without the effects being felt all 
around the globe. 


A recent example of this is the in- 
fluence of a shortage of textiles on the 
supplies of tin and crude rubber for the 
needs of this country and its people. 


The war against Japan has, as every- 
one knows, disrupted industry, business 
and all human affairs in the Pacific areas. 
We know, by personal experience, how 
the war’s severance of the supply lines 
of crude rubber and tin trom the Orient 
compelled basic changes in our way of life 
here. For years we have been unable to 
buy the new automobile tires we needed, 
and we have gone without many other 
articles normally made from crude rubber. 


We have been taught, time and again, 


that the lack of tin from the mines of 
Malaya and Java was responsible for the 
urgency of our salvage of used tin cans. 
There is still a drastic shortage in the 
flow of crude rubber and new tin. We 
must continue to depend for our rubber 
on the synthetic product and the small 
stocks of crude rubber that remain. We 
must still save every tin can for salvage. 
And the reason is, of all things, the 
shortage in textiles, in cotton goods in 
the east. Workers in the rubber planta- 
tions and tin mines won’t work today for 
money. They say, with much truth, money 
is useless when the needed things you 
would buy are not procurable. They de- 
mand, if they work, that they be paid in 
the cotton textile goods they need so badly. 
There are no cotton textiles with which 
to pay them. So they refuse to work. 
So we don’t get the rubber and the tin. 
Thus, in this as in so many other in- 
stances, we basically return to barter of 
goods if we would restore the world 
economy to efficient functioning. 


The Bug Tries a Comeback 


Ten persons were arrested for lottery 
operations in Atlanta last week. 

Thus do alert police officers move to 
meet the threat that the city’s once-power- 
ful bug racket will make a comeback. 

It is, of course, to be expected that 
from time to time efforts will be made 
to revive the vicious lottery operations 
which a year or so ago were pouring 


streams of wealth into the pockets of hood- 
lums and racketeers. The Bug is too lucra- 
tive a racket to remain dormant in the face 
of anything save the most constant vigi- 
lance. 

That vigilance does exist, however. And 
it must continue to exist. We can only 
hope that it will be backed up by the 
stiffest sentences possible for those who 
attempt the Bug’s revival.

The Shah of 
[ran and Revolt 


No GI soldier who served with the Persian 
: Gulf Command will be surprised that there is 
revolt in Iran. 

Soldiers of the PGC (People Going Crazy, as the man phrased 
it) covered that unhappy country thoroughly in the tremendous 
job done by Americans of getting supplies through to Russia. Tanks, 
ammunition, guns and food went in a constant stream and planes, 
often as many as 100 a day, flew across that country into the 
Soviet Union. 

The Americans took the shaky railroad that ran up and around 
| mountains, through tunnels and around curves which turned gray 
| the hair of the crews, and made a real railroad of it. They sweated 

out of Khorramshahr and froze in the mountains. And they came 
to speak of the Iranian as “poor devil.” 

The revolt in Iran reportedly is looked upon with favor by tne 
Soviets. It undoubtedly is well regarded. But Iran will serve to 
illustrate that any country which spends a few centuries oppress- 
ing the people will, in good time, see those people turn to revolt. 

Iran is ripe for communism because for centuries the govern- 
ment of that unhappy little country has lived in orientai luxury 
and splendor of a kind, while the people scratched their lice and 
died by the thousands each year of typhus, dysentery and other 
diseases which breed in filth and undernourished bodies. 

Great wealth came out of the oil concessions, but not a dime 
of it passed on to the people in the way of improvements. The 
land produced less and less and the people became more miserable 


and hungry. 


Tehran In Tehran, the capital city, the water supply runs in 
the gutters. You may see camels, dogs and donkeys 
drinking out of one séction and a short distance from them women 
washing the bottoms of dirty babies. You also see them washing 
themselves in it, drinking it, dipping it up for cooking. 

Our people figured up that of every 1,000 babies born only 
about 20 had a life expectancy beyond 10 years of age. Typhus 
is epidemic every year. 

Only the Shah’s palaces, and those of his relatives—all occupy- 
| ing four great corners—are buildings of merit. Others are ordi- 

nary affairs of a few stories. The people live mostly in mud- 

walled houses as they did in the Biblical days. 

Once they were great, but the days of their greatness is of 
| ancient times. For centuries the Iranian has been a “poor devil.” 
He knew it, too, but he never had.a chance to do anything about 
it. The Shah’s army was not much of an army but it was very 
good against unarmed, hungry, undernourished poor devils. 

There is no more charming scenery about any city than about 
Tehran. But in it, and all through Iran, discontent ran in the minds 


of the people. 

; Not until the English, Russians and Americans 
Opportunity came to Iran did the people show this discon- 
tent. Before then the jails and the firing squad took care of it. 

One of the amusing sights every afternoon in Tehran was to 
see the parade of four nondescript Iranian youngsters carrying a 
banner of the political party with Communist leanings. 

They had a look on their faces which was interesting to see... 
fear and bravado alternated there as if turned on and off by an 
electrical connection. Never before had there been any such daring. 

The Shah, talking off the record to newspapermen, said that 
“disloyalty” and insurrection were rife and that as soon as the Allies 
departed he would “take care of it.” He fretted mightily. His king- 
dom wasn’t much, compared with the days when the great Khan 
came to raid it; when the mighty conquerors Tamerlane and Alex- 
ander were there. But it was his. He and a small group of rela- 
tives and friends lived in ease and splendor.

May Prove Disastrous 


W ASHINGTON.—Judging from the way the 
joint Pearl Harbor investigating committee fs 
starting out, all of our innermost naval and mili- 
tary intelligence secrets will probably be revealed to the world 
before the inquiry is completed. . 

That must be a distressing thing to the professional men in our 
armed forces who have worked diligently in providing the United 
State with an intelligence service second to none.

Already the investigating committee has made a number of 
highly damaging—to us—revelations ds to our secret intelligence 
operations. 

It has revealed that for 11 months before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor American armed force’ had been intercepting and decod- 
ing Japanese military and diplomatic messages. 


Practically every message that was exchanged between Tokyo 
and Japanese agents abroad over telegraph or wireless was in- 
tercepted by us and decoded 


: We had the wires tapped when Special Peace 
Tapped Wires Envoy Kurusu talked with his home office in 
Tokyo before Pearl Harbor. We knew the Japs were up to foul 
business and that they had been planning to go to war with us 
for a full year before they struck. 


We were able to gain this vitally important information through 
the development of a highly efficient intelligence service. 


Now we are revealing to the world the secrets of our intelli- 
gence service through the operations of a congressional investigat- 
ing committee. In time of war a person could—and probably 
would be—shot for disclosing some of the things that are coming 
out of the committee. 


We, through the committee’s zeal to smear high officials with 
the blame for Pearl Harbor, are serving notice on the world of 
what some of our most secret methods have been. 


Before the committee completes its work it would not be sur- 
prising to see the very details of these methods revealed. 


But, it would seem, enough damage has been done already to 
give our intelligence service a tremendous setback. 


Is it possible, for example, to imagine any other foreign power 
resorting to the communication methods used by the Japs, know- 
ing that we have the facilities for breaking down any message 
however well coded? 

What the committee has done is to put every nation on guard 
against our intelligence. The world has been adequately warned 
against communicating any message via wire or wireless which 
may be detrimental to our interest. 

It now knows that we have the facilities for intercepting and 
breaking down any message transmitted in this way. 


: In consequence vast changes are cer- 
Changes Inevitable tain to be made in the communica- 
tions systems of many nations. They no longer can afford to rely 
on past methods. Ane we, for our part, will have to devise new 
means for keeping informed on world diplomatic and military 
developments . 

All because of too much zeal on the part of a congressional in- 
vestigating committee. 

No one can conceive of the British permitting a similar license 
with their intelligence service. No committee of parliament, it 
seems safe to say, would dare parade to the public any of their 
military secrets. 

If a thing of the kind happened in Russia, heads would fall thick 
and fast. 

3ut we do things in a different way in this country. We allow 
any kind of a congressional investigating body to demand the facts 
about our greatest military secrets. Department heads shave to 
yield to such demands or face threats of having their appropria- 
tions cut off by congress. 

The secrets the Pearl Harbor committee is now revealing may 
prove costly to us in the future.

But none of them 
so much as laid a hand on Bagarus, who made two brilliant 
touchdown runs in the Redskins’ 28-to-21 triumph, The game 
was most important for the ’Skins, as it kept them in the lead 
of the eastern division championship race. 

Notre Dame followers who see Steve Bagarus do all the 
things he does in a pro football suit wonder what happened 
to Elmer Layden when Layden was coaching at Notre Dame
